Deaths From Grip. 

There was a noteworthy 
decrease in the number of 
deaths from influenza, corn- 
only called "grip," in 1909 
the Census Bureau's death 
gistration area, represent- 
g over .55 per cent of the 
estimated population in con- 
nental United States in the 
ear in question, it is to be 
seen in the sensus bulletin 
on mortality statistics for 
1909, prepared by Dr. Cressy 
L. Wilbur, chief statistician 
ir vital statistics, and sub- 
itted to Director Durand. 
The deaths from influenza 
imbered 0,6-19 in 1900, as 
unpared with 9.989 in 1908, 
n the registration area. This 
considered remarkable 
e bronchitis and pneu- 
ia, diseases classified 
under respiratory diseases, 
but usually closely associated 
with influenza, showed, for 
bronchitis about the same 
number of deaths, and for 
pneumonia a marked increase 
for 1909. 

Pneumonia, in the aggre- 
gate, caused more deaths 
than other diseases, except 
tuberculosis. The number 
•cased from *>1,259, or 130 
per 100,000 population, in 
1908 to 70.03:5, or 100.6 per 
100,000 population, in 1909, 
the latter number being only 
7 less than the number, 70,- 
040, from tuberculosis of the 
lungs. The rates from both 
years were lower than for 
any previous year of the de- 
Diseases of the nervous 
•stem increased from 71,- 
10 for 1908 to71,050for 1909, 



Poison Law 

Upheld by Court of Appeals 
Druggists Can Sell Only 
On Prescription. 

The state board of Pharma- 
' won a victory in the Court 
of Appeals Thursday when 
the case of Katzman vs. Com- 
monwealth from .1. Vers m 
was affirmed. The effect >f 
the decision is that adruggi-jt 
not sell morphine or other 
poisons to anyone except up- 
prescription of a 
physician. 

Katzman is a druggist and 
he was indicated upon infor- 
mation furnished the Com- 
monwealth through the State 
Board of Pharm.icy for sell- 
morphine to a man with- 
the written prescription 
of a physiciao and without 
satisfying himself that the 
poison was to be used for 
legitimate purposes and with 
dedge that it was in- 
tended for smoking purposes 
habitual use. Attorney 
Katzman contended that 
the words "retail" and "legi- 
timate purposes" as used in 
*2030 of the Kentucky 
Statutes, were too indefinite 
and uncertain, and therefore 
the statute is invalid. The 
court here in an exhaustive 
opinion by Judge Carroll 
the language of the 
statute is sufficiently s|>ecific 
and upholds the fine imposed 
on Katzman. This is a test 
case and one that all the 
better class of druggists have 
been urging for a long time.

Cora Has Declined in Price. Blood SSiA Over 

Will Mr. Hog Follow Suit 
or Trump? 



"Corn has declined in price, 
hogs must speedily follow," 
irted a trade expert re- 
ij. Several Madison 
lty people say this reason- 
is faulty while others 
claim it will come shortly. 
They argue that cheaper corn 
anything but a bear argu- 
ment on hogs, for (he present 
at least, although it may 
reasonably be construed 
such for the last half of the 

Cheaper corn means lesi 
costly production of pork, 
hence added incentive to put 
weight on the growing crop 
Cattle feeding is general and 
on a large scale all over 
cornbelt, consequently a large 
number of hogs will be needed 
to conserve waste. So many 
cattle have been put in 
finishing purposes that stock 
hogs are at a premium nearly 
everywhere, which accounts 
for the scarcity of bacon ma- 
terial at the market. Feed- 
ers have recently got down 
into the dry districts of the 
Southwest to secure stock 
hogs. 

None of the new hog crop 
likely to press on the market 
early in the winter packing 
season. Many of the gilts 
will be reserved for breeding 
purposes, as high prices have 
drawn most of the old sows in 
the country to market, thus 
holding back a considerable 
proportion of the new crop 
until next summer, or until 
after the 1911 pigs have bee 
weaned. With plenty of corr 
gooo. hog health and favorable 
weather, no reason for send- 
ing hogs to the stock yards 
short of weight will exist. 
With 45-cent corn even 7-cent 
hogs will pay good dividends. 

Just about three years ago 
"Somebody asked somebody 
for a dollar" and precipitated 
a panic, when the country was 
full of hogs and corn high. 
Conditions are exactly the re- 
'erse now. Corn has been 
iteadily declining while hogs 
are by no means plentiful. 
Even with 20 per cent more 
in sight than a year ago an 
excess would be impossible. 

Whenever the packer puts 
his hand on the pulse of the 
grower by the bear rapid pro- 
, he discovers the humor 
the country is in. Hogs will 
not be shipped or tho breaks 
during the coming winter
